“ Certainly you do not believe 
Secretary Stevens and Mr. Adams 
were unwilliqg to expose Commu­ 
nists,” Sen. Dworshak (R-Idaho) 
demanded. 
“ Of course not,” Cohn said. Then 
he added he believes both officials 
“ had a mistaken notion that the 
exposure .. . w'ouid be a reflec­ 
tion on them.”

Meet to Talk o f 
US Pro blems 


DENVER (/Pi —TTie confused in­ 
ternational situation . . . segrega­ 
tion in the South . , . integration 
of foreign-born populations in the 
big cities . . . 
Those are problemi on the minds 
of women leaders meeting in Den­ 
ver for the 63rd annual convention 
of the General Federation of Wom­ 
en’s Clubs. Tne 3,000 delegates here 
represent some 11 million mem­ 
bers in the United States and 42 
foreign countries. Sissions begin 
today. 
Some of the leaders said in inter­ 
views they expect to come up with 
answers to those problems. 
On the international scene, Mrs. 
Zaio Woodford Schroeder of Grosse 
Point, Mich., sees women “ additig 
a sense of balance in solving those 
problems.” 
“They w^on’t srraighten out the 
international situation any more 
than men.” Mrs. Schroeder em­ 
phasizes. "But women are biologi­ 
cally pacifists and they can con­ 
tribute important influences on the 
world problems.” 
Mrs. Schroeder, chairman of thè 
federation’s Department on Inter­ 
national Affairs, said, "Women are 
numerically the majority and are 
becoming very eager to assume 
leadership.” 
"Southerners will meet the prob­ 
lem in their own way,” said Mr.^. 
Chester E. Martin of Atlanta, Ga. 
"Time will take care of the prob­ 
lem,” she added in reference to 
the Supreme Court’s ruling out­ 
lawing segregation. 
"We must bring leaders of the 
foreign-born populations into the 
federation,” Mr.s. Harold Milligan 
of New York City said. She de­ 
clared big cities have been dodg­ 
ing the problem too long.

Resulting Fro m McCa rthy ism

WASHINGTON — Sen, Tom Hennings of 
Missouri is proposing an investigation of the 
manner in which Val Lorwin of the State De­ 
partm ent was indicted as a Communist only 
to have the Justice Department drop the in­ 
dictment and fire the attorney who brought it. 
Lorwin was the only man on McCarthy’s list 
of 81 State Department Communists ever in­ 
dicted. 
Since Hennings, a member of the important 
Judiciary Committee, is also the senator chiefly 
responsible for killing the Bricker amendment, 
he will probably get the investigation. 
For 
some other members of the Judiciary Commit­ 
tee, including its chairman, Senator I-anger of 
North Dakota, also Iwlieve that McCarthyist 
hysteria has gone too far and it’s time to probe 
various unfair un-American infringements per­ 
petrated under the cloak of preventing Com­ 
munism. 
Of the many such, the two most glaring, cur­ 
rently, are: 
1, The Lorwin case, where a Justice Depart­ 
ment attorney, William Gallagher, informed a 
grand jury that two FBI men would testify 
against Lorwin, when no FBI men had any 
evidence. But because of this phony informa­ 
tion, a man had to live* for months under the 
stigma of an indictment. 
2. The 
Federal Communications 
Commis­ 
sion’s move to yank the Erie, Pa., television 
station of Ted Lamb, former attorney for the 
CIO and heavy Democratic backer, on the un­ 
supported ground that Lamb was once a mem­ 
ber of the Communist party. 
IniUet and Rim 
The Lamb case and tlie Corwin case have 
certain parallels. In each in.stance the govern­ 
ment moved on political grounds and with prac­ 
tically no evidence. -Then It went out to try to 
find the evidence. 
Ijjirwin was indicted by Brownell last De­ 
cember, shortly after Brownell tried to pin the 
Beaton charge on Harry Truman in the Harry 
Dexter White case. It was a period when the 
administration seemed to be following a policy 
of out-McCarthying McCarthy. 
Prior to that 
time, not one of McCarthy’s long and varying 
lisle of State Department Communists had 
panned out. So Val Lorwin, formerly with the 
State Department, now with the University <rf 
Oliicago, was indicted. 
Xm the case of Ted Lamb, FCC Commissioner 
Jétm Doerfer of Wisconsin, McCarthy’s best 
booater on the FCC, was brazen enough to tell 
him: ‘T oo bad you’re not a Republican.** 
Fossibly what he referred to was the fact 
that Lamb had contributed $5,000 to the Adlai 
Stevenson campaign and was publicized by the 
Chicago Daily New's as the top Democratic con­ 
tributor in the nation. Now a millionaire and a 
very successful attorney. Lamb helped to or­ 
ganize the United Auto Workers many years 
ago. Then, seeing the importance of radio-TV, 
he was one of the first to get into that field. 
His TV station in Erie is one of the oldest and 
most profitable in the country, has won count­ 
less awards for public service. 
Looking for Evidence 
When the Communist charge was brought 
against Lamb, the conservative Toledo Blade, 
though competing against him for a TV station, 
commented; 
“This newspaper, which undoubtedly is as 
well informed about what goes on in this com­ 
munity as anybody else, has never come across 
any evidence to support the accusation. . 
We will grant that one had to get up early in 
the morning to get the better of him (Lamb) 
in anything. But a Communist? Bunk!” 
Nevertheless, 
McCarthy’s 
friend. 
Commis­ 
sioner Doerfer, and FCC colleagues took the 
unbsual step of holding,up Lamb’s TV-radio 
license on the ground that he was a Commu­ 
nist, And having taken this drastic action, they 
then went out to get the evidence. So far they’ve 
had great difficulty. 
Obviously they are using the same tactics 
as in the Lorwin case. Among other things they 
sent two investigators to Ohio with instruc­ 
tions to dig up anything on Lamb’s political 
activities, any possible m arital or income tax 
troubles. They also Interviewed a former Com­ 
munist, Emmett Lee Wheaton Jr., 
of Lucas 
County, Ohio, together with a Negro named 
Bill Cummings. 
It soon developed that it w'as Cummings who 
had originated the information that Lamb was 
a Communist. 
“He stated,** said ex-Communist Wheaton in 
his affidavit, “that while he." Bill Cummings, 
was an undercover agent for the FBI he had 
sent in reports to Mr. McGrath (Howard Mc­ 
Grath, then attorney general) and in these re­ 
ports they stated Mr. Lamb was a member of 
the Communist party.’’ 


Po lio Often Do es No t Ca use 
Sev ere Crippling o r Dea th

No one who has not gone through the har­ 
rowing experience of polio* in a child- of their 
own can fully realize the mental anguish which 
IS involved. Nevertheless, the blind fear which 
afflicts so many parents should be avoided as 
it is utterly useless. 
Although polio can and does cause deaths and 
severe crippling, the chances that it will not 
are good. It is now regarded as a disease in 
w-hich only one in a bundled of those infected 
become paralyzed. 
Another bright side to the picture is that oniy 
half of those in whom the diagnosis can be 
made suffer any permanent paralysis, and even 
in many of those who do, the paralysis is of 
a minor nature, and recovery can go a long way. 
What then can be done to prevent it? Gamma 
globulin and vaccination have been discussed 
m another column. Polio is now known to be 
caused by a virus, of which there are three 
principal varieties or stra ins. 
The virus is present in the discharges from 
the nose and throat, and in the intestinal waste 
of those w-ho have the disease, and of others 
who are so slightly sick that a diagnosis of 
polio is not made. 
These and other known facts bring polio into 
the class of contagious diseases, 
or diseases 
which are spread from person to person. Al-

Army -McCa rtliy Ro w Issues

WASHINGTON — The Army-McCarthy case 
went into its week’s recess with the original 
fight over Pvt. G. David Schine almost forgot­ 
ten. A couple of other issues had been substi­ 
tuted: 
1. What right has Sen. Joseph R. McCarthy, 
or any other congressman ,to receive classified 
information from the executive 
departments 
without revealing his source? 
2. What right has the President of the United 
States to prevent has subordinate officials in 
the executive departments from testifying be­ 
fore Congress 
anything it may want to know? 
Lawyers can argue on these questions for a 
longer period of time than even the Army- 
McCarthy hearings will last. But there are a 
few parallel cases in recent years which may 
throw some light on the present stalemate. 
Take President Eisenhow-er’.? order that De­ 
partment of Defense officials shall not testify 
before the Senate’s special investigating com­ 
mittee on their conferences with White House 
and Department of Justice officials on the 
Schine case. 
While other Presidents have defended the in­ 
dependence of the executive dep,*rtment from 
encroachments by the Congress, this may be the 
time for a real showdown on this point. 
In a somewhat similar case in 1944, the exec­ 
utive department finally had to retreat. 
The 
case involved Jonathan Daniels, then an ad­ 
ministrative assistant to President Roosevelt. 
Harry Slattery, Rural Electrification Admini­ 
strator, had revealed that Daniels, acting for 
the President, had demanded Slattery’s resig­ 
nation. Slattery refused to resign. 
The Senate Agriculture Committee 
under 
chairmanship of the late “Cotton Ed” Smith of 
South Carolina, took up the case. It asked Dan­ 
iels to come ir. and tell w-hat he knew about it, 
Daiiiels refused to discuss the case 
before 
Congress. 
His reason w-as that as a confidential as­ 
sistant to the President, it was “not in the pub­ 
lic interest” for him to discuss it. This is the 
same phrase now used by President Eisenhower. 
Four days late Daniels changed his mind. He 
wrote Senator Smith that after conference with 
the President, it had been decided that on this 
particular m atter the public interest would not 
be affected. 
Three days later Daniels testified in full. He 
said that he had twice asked Slattery for his 
resignation to end 
a feud within the REA 
organization. 
This satisfied the Smith committee. They had 
voted to cite Daniels for contempt of Congress. 
That w’ould have made him liable to fine and 
imprisonment. When he testified, the charge 
was dropped. And Senator Smith declared that 
this case proved Congress had the right to pro­ 
tect its own business. 
A demand by Agriculture Committee Counsel 
Carroll Beedy that Daniel* produce all of 
President Roosevelt’s file* on REA was refused. 
Daniels said he had examined the files and 
they contained nothing that Congress didn’t 
already know. They took his word for it. 
Counsel Beedy suggested that at some future 
date a congressional investigation might be 
blocked by putting pertinent m atter into a presi­ 
dential file, if such files were immune from 
congressional demand. 
This i* almost what has happened in the 
present Army-McCarthy case. President Eisen­ 
hower’s decision not to disclose confidential 
records gives Senator McCarthy something of 
an out in refusing to reveal the source of his 
excerpts from the FBI report to Army Intelli­ 
gence 
on 
Communist 
activities 
at 
Fort 
Monmouth. 
One of the points being debated here is 
whether the mere possession of this paper would 
not make the holder an accessory to the crime 
—under Army regulations — of having trans­ 
mitted it. 
Members of Congress are of cour.se exempt 
from arrest during sessions of Congress, except 
for treason, felony a n i breach of the peace. 
But the celebrated Amerasia case of 1945 is re­ 
called now as something of a parallel. 
In this case a federal grand jury indicted six 
persons on charge of receiving stolen public 
property—State Department records—and trans- 
mitting them to an unauthorized person. This 
was Jacob Jaffe, e?ditor of Amerasia magazine. 
He pleaded guilty and was fined $2,500. Eman­ 
uel Larsen, another defendant, was fined $500. 
The more recent Miriam BeHaas case pre­ 
sents another angle. She w-as a Loyalty Board 
review' examiner who was suspended by the 
Civil Service Commission in September, 1952, 
for leaking records to Senator McCarthy. 
Tw'o months later she resigned, after refusing 
to testify on this matter. 
But she w-as never 
indicted or tried on any charges. 


most certainly close a.ssociation with infected

At present, the most important measure in the 
control of polio is to make an early diagnosis 
of the disease and to hospitalize those w'ho are 
affected.

WASHINGTON ijf) — The House 
investigation of tax-exempt founda­ 
tions isn’t likely to take the tele­ 
vision play awa.v from tne Senate 
hearings on the McCarthy-Army 
row but it's a hot potato all by 
itself. 
Prime mover in this investigation 
is Rep. B. Carroll Reece (R-Tenn), 
who wr.s Southern campaign man­ 
ager for Sen. Robert 'Taft’s cam­ 
paign for the Republican presiden­ 
tial nomination in 1952. One of the 
Democrats on Reece’s committee. 
Rep. Wayne L. Hays of Ohio, was 
against this investigation before it 
started and has been critical ever 
since. 
Although Reece said in a couple 
of speeches in 1953 that the ma­ 
jority of fo'undations — the biggest 
are Ford and Rockefeller — are 
honestly run, he said he is suspi­ 
cious of some of them. 
Among the suspects, he said, 
“lies the stoiw of how communism 
and socialism are financed in the 
United States.” He made no dis­ 
tinction between them. He said 
communism is socialism’s brand 
name. 
He complained too many founda­ 
tion grants in education were for 
the “propagation of the so-called 
liberal viewpoint” or openly com­ 
munistic view'point w'hile the con­ 
servative view was being over­ 
looked. 
Therein 
lay 
the

Reece’s desire for the investiga­ 
tion, said Rep. Jacob Javits (Jl- 
Lib-NY). Last July 27 Reece plead­ 
ed with the House to set up a 
speciaW committee 
to look 
into 
foundations. It did. 
Reece was made chairman. His 
committte has three Republicans 
and two Democrats. Between last 
July and mid-May, when public

fathered material for the inquiry. 
In his July spf.ech Reece cocked 
a critical eye on the Ford Founda­ 
tion, set up by ti^e heirs of Henry 
Ford. He was especially incensed 
that it had g ra n t^ 15 million dol­ 
lars for a study of civil liberties 
and the way congressional com­ 
mittees conduct investigations. 
'This money was to be bandied 
by an organization called the Fund 


for the Republic. A few days after 
Reece attacked the fund, Rep. Clif­ 
ford P. Case (R-N.I) resigned from 
Congress to be its president. 
Recently Cast resigned from the 
fund to run for the Senate in New 
Jersey. He is being succeeded by 
Robert M. Hutchins, former chan- 
celor of the University of Chicago, 
Hutchins several years ago be­ 
came 
as.sociate director of the 
Ford Foundation. 
Reece, apparently, doesn’t like 
Hutchins any more than he like.s 
the Fund for the Republic. Under 
Hutchins, Reece said, the Univer­ 
sity of Chicago set a record — 
five times — for being ’ivestigated 
for “immoral or subversive ac­ 
tivities.”
